This regulation establishes policies and procedures to be followed by VDOT and local
governments concerning decisons made in dealing with cut-through traffic. The Office of the
Attorney Generd has determined that this regulation is exempt from the APA under the
exemption granted by 8§ 9-6.14:4.1B11 (traffic Sgns, markers, or control devices.)

Basis

The statutory basis for this regulation is § 33.1-12 (3) of the Code of Virginia, which authorizes
the Commonwedth Trangportation Board to establish regulations concerning the use of any
highways in the Commonwedth under itsjurisdiction. Under 846.2-809.1 of the Code of
Virginia, which was passed by the Generd Assembly in 1995, the CTB has the explicit authority
to develop policies and procedures addressing the subject of resdential cut-through traffic on
designated secondary highways.

The Commonwedlth Trangportation has the ultimate authority, &t its discretion, to prohibit or
restrict the use of any part of a secondary highway by through treffic.

This regulation’s god isto protect the public’s hedlth, safety, and welfare with the least possible
cost and intrusiveness to the citizens of the Commonwedth. The CTB' s philosophy is that dl
vehicles should be permitted access to roads on which they are legaly entitled to travel.
Redtrictions on vehicular access should be imposed only upon presentation of evidence that such
redtriction will promote the hedth, safety, and welfare of the citizens of the Commonweslth.

To stisfy thisgod, the CTB and VDOT have established objective criteriato be used in making
adecison concerning through truck restrictions. They include:
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Provison of reasonable dternative routing, to include an evauation of traffic and safety
impacts,
Functiona classification of the road requested for retriction asloca or collector;

Finding that the character or frequency, or both, of the truck traffic on the route proposed for
regtriction isincompetible with the affected ares; this finding will include consderation of
safety and other traffic engineering-related issues,

The engineering characterigtics and accident history of the route proposed for restriction
indicate its unsuitability for through truck traffic; and

Presence of at least twelve dwellings per 1,000 feet of roadway within 150 feet of the
existing or proposed roadway centerline.

Under norma circumstances, at least three of these criteria must be satisfied for aredtriction to
be approved. However, the CTB may take other items into consideration in making a decision,
including public input. Based on the factors outlined above, the CTB and VDOT bdlieve that the
regulation is essentid to protect the hedth, safety or wefare of the Commonwedth’s citizens, as
well as others who use Virginid s secondary roads.

Thisregulation has no direct effect on the family or family stability, other than an obvious
benefit to the safety and “qudity of life’ of motorists and others who live in the vicinity of the
roadway, or those who otherwise use the roadway .

VDOT believes that the lack of public comment received concerning the regulation indicates
broad satisfaction with the format of the regulation, the manner in which it isimplemented, its
clarity and ease of comprehension, and its effectiveness.

Alternatives

Thereis no viable dternative to achieve the purpose of this regulation in another form. The
Code of Virginia requires that locad governments hold a public hearing concerning traffic
restrictions, but does not specify the type or content of any documentation submitted to the CTB.
The CTB and VDOT bdieve that the regulation is specific enough in outlining requirements for
locd governments to meet, listing objective criteria that will be considered, and permitting
flexibility in meking decisons. Therefore, the CTB and VDOT consider this regulation to be the
least burdensome dternative available for achieving the purpose of the regulation.
